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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . The amendment After-Final filed June 29, 2007 was entered. 

2. The rejections of claims 23, 24, 27, 29, and 30 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 1 st paragraph are 
withdrawn, in light of the claim amendments. 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Sara Vinarov on July 12, 2007. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

23. A seed for a transgenic plant, the seed comprising in its genome a transgene 
comprising a plant expressible promoter and an antisense coding region complementary to a 
protein coding region for a plant Flowering Locus C2 (FLC2) protein, the plant FLC2 protein (i) 
having a MADS box domain, (ii) being identical in amino acid sequence to SEQ ID NO: 4, 
outside of the region of the MADS box domain, [and (iii) effective when expressed in transgenic 
plants to cause a delay in the onset of flowering in the transgenic plants] wherein expression of 
said antisense coding region in the transgenic plant causes early flowering as compared to a non- 
transgenic plant of the same genetic background. 
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Claims 31-35 were cancelled. 



4. Claims 21-27, 29, and 30 were allowed.
